Dear  Mr.  Jackson 

Herewith  I  am  sending  my  manuscript  on  Indian  camp  sites  In 
Cameron  County,  Texas,  and  my  map  showing  the  location  of  sites. 

I  am  glad  that  you  have  the  facilities  for  transferring  this  data 
over  to  the  standard  ^orm  adopted  by  the  Council.  You  may  keep 
these  papers  as  long  as  is  necessary  to  your  convenience.  I  have 
duplicates. 

The  greater  portion  of  the  sites  were  listed  by  mo  in  the  early 
part  of  1933.  However,  additions  h  ve  been  made  from  time  to  time 
as  I  discovered  new  sites*  This  explains  the  lrck  of  order  in  the 
list. 

As  to  buried  sites,  all  of  the  old  ”Cayo  Culture”  sites  are  in 
Beaumont  soils,  and  are  exposed  by  erosion  or  excavations.  These  are 
usually  covered  by  from  1 £  feet  to  2  feet  of  surface  soil.  Specimens 
from  these  sites  are  distinctive  from  the  artifacts  found  in  the  sites 
throughout  the  Geologically  Recent  delta.  I  feel  that  there  is  very 
interesting  and  instructive  archaeological  evidence  in  Cameron  County. 

The  HCayo  Sites”  are  127B,  20. 0W,  16. 6W,  151. C,  13.3,  12.7,  and 
10.6,  and  I  presume  they  would  come  under  your  ”buried”  site  classi¬ 
fication.

Dear  Mr.  Campbell 

I  wisn  to  express  to  the  Council  my  appreciation  of  what  they 
have  so  far  accomplished,  p  rticularly  as  regards  the  plans  and  specifi¬ 
cations  for  systematic  site  designation  in  Texas. 

Some  years  ago  I  compiled  an  archaeological  site  map  of  Cameron 
County,  and  wrote  out  in  manuscript  about  fifty  type\r;ritten  pages  de¬ 
scribing,  generally  and  specifically,  some  two  hundred  sites.  The  map 
is  blocked  into  ten  minute  quadrangles  conforming  to  your  area,  and  each 
one  half  minute  cf  latitude  and  longitude  are  marked  on  map  margin. 

Site  numbers  oh  map  are  in  conformity  to  one  tenth  minute  of  latitude 
i.e.  Site  52.7  is  at  latitude  25  deg.  52.7*,  and  the  site  can  readily 
be  located  on  the  map.  where  two  °r  more  sites  happen  to  be  at  the 
same  latitude  the  suffix  E  or  7.  or  A,  B  &  C  is  used. 

In  my  description  each  site  is  located  to  the  tenth  minute  of 
latitude  and  longitude  as  well  as  otherwise.  I  also  adopted  two  sets 
of  symbols  noted  immediately  after  the  site  number  -  1st.  A,B,  C&D 
grading  the  former  importance  of  the  site,  2nd.  A,  B&jC  relating  to  its 
present  status.  Thus,  site  55.1  (BC)  was  formerly  a  camp  of  some  magni¬ 
tude  and  importance,  but  it  was  obliterated  by  grading  work  in  an  addi¬ 
tion  to  Brownsville.  (D.A.)  would  indicate  a  v  ry  small  site  in  area, 
but  important  in  that  further  specimens  night  bo  collected.  This  is 
all  somewhat  similar  to  the  A,  B  A  C  grading  of  eitss  mentioned  by  A. 

R.  Kelley  in  footnote  at  page  278  of  American  Antiquity,  Vol.  V,  No.  4 
(last  issue). 

I  do  not  have  the  time  to  revise  my  data  to  conform  to  the 
councils  specification,  and  at  the  same  time  I  wish  to  cooperate  in 
the  matter  of  systematic  archaeological  work  in  Texas.  It  is  my  thought 
that  possibly  the  Department  of  Ant  ropology  might,  now  or  later,  with 
student  help  or  otherwise  be  able  to  take  my  information  and  revise  it 
to  Council  standards.  If  so,  I  v?ould  bring  my  map  and  notes  to  date 
and  send  them  to  you. 

I  note  that  all  data  is. regarded  s  confidential  and  available 
only  to  those  h  ving  scientific  interest  and  observing  pro  er  ethics  in 
archaeological  matters.  If  all  students  in  the  Dept,  of  ‘‘hithropology 
have  access  to  the  files  I  anticipate  much  destruction  of  sites.  I 
trust  this  is  not  the  case.  And  concejrning  the  amateur  I  would  say 
that  no  one  not  ctively  cooperating  with  the  uouncil  should  have  access 
to  the  files.

Accessibility  to  food  supply  and  fresh  eater  was  the  most 
important  factor  In  the  selection  of  a  site  upon  which  to  dwell* 

Foods  consisted  of  native  fruits*  berries*  and  herbsf  wild  fond*  gam# 
and  fish*  all  of  which  were  plentiful*  To  a  great  extent  the  abundant 
supply  of  edible  marine  mollusks  was  neglected*  Only  the  oyster  seams 
to  have  been  eaten  and  that  limltedly*  On  some  sites  near  oyster  reefs 
there  are  no  oyster  shells*  In  other  sites  oyster  shell*  usually  finely 
broken*  is  intermixed  with  the  solli  tut  shell  never  occurs  to  such  ex* 
tent  as  to  form  a  mound  or  shell  beep*  In  only  one  site*  S  £3*2*  in  the 
county  is  there  evidence  of  the  fresh  water  olsm  having  been  used  as  a 
food*  The  site  is  unique  in  this  particular* 

Barren  well*dralned  ground  found  special  favor  as  eamping 
sites*  If  such  an  area  is  located  near  fresh  water*  an  examination  near** 
ly  always  reveals  eigne  of  encampment*  In  this  country  90$  or  so  of 
trees  and  shrubs  a  re  thorny*  Zacahuista  grass  growth  on  Point  Isabel 
Clay  (Coastal  Praise)  lands  has  cash  blade  tipped  with  a  spears 

Probably  agriculture  was  nonexistent,  although  of  this  faot 
there  is  no  definite  proof*  because  if  it  did  exist  it  was  most  likely 
in  river  bottom  soil  where  floods  and  the  changing  channels  have 
obliterated  all  evidences*  Also  undoubtedly*  there  must  have  been  hab*» 
itations  on  the  rich  river  soils  but  whatever  inperishable  materiel  re** 
maimed  as  evidence  of  these  has  long  since  been  obliterated*  by  the 
Rio  Grande  in  its  endless  changing  process  of  cutting  and  filling!  or 
has  been  buried  under  alluKial  deposits*  Slight  signs  of  Indian  habi¬ 
tation  have  been  observed  at  only  one  place  in  the  flood  plain  of  the 
river*  This  was  In  the  south  end  of  share  32  on  Scuthaost  Plantation 
near  east  end  of  high  sand  hill  of  wind  formation*  (Lat*  26  50*5* 
long*  97  22*7} 

The  fresh  water  pools  were  wholly  dependant  upon  a  very 
spasmodic  rainfall  (excepting  the  lakes  In  main  channels  of  resaoas 
which  carried  overflew  waters  from  the  river)  Sometimes  there  was 
almost  no  rain  for  nary  months*  local  showers  sometimes  replinished 
the  pools  in  looal  areas  occasioning  a  cons  tint  shifting  of  habitation# 

It  is  doubtful  that  may  sits  was  occupied  continuously  for  a 
long  period  of  years*  The  tribes  of  the  Rio  Grande  delta  area  were 
probably  like  other  tribes  of  the  Gulf  Coast  described  by  Cabesa  de 
Yaoa»  ■moving  with  the  season  in  quest  of  foods 

The  habitation  itself  asst  have  been  little  more  than  a  **** 
of  wattle*  thatch  or  ikus  to  provide  shade  and  a  shelter  against  rain  and 
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Vlad*  Bative  trees#  grasses  and  palmettos  are  even  today  employed  by 
the  Mexicans  in  "jaeal*  construction  and  make  a  comfortable  but*  The 
Indian#  however#  evidently  did  not  plaster  the  walls  with  clay  for 
fires  would  have  baked  a  clay  plaster  and  thus  preserved  us  the  evi¬ 
dence*  In  none  of  the  camp  sites  are  there  any  signs  of  hut  sites  or 
walls  or  even  postholes#  although  occasionally  individual  small  oanp 
fire  sites  can  still  be  seen* 

It  is  very  infrequently  that  oanp  sites  are  found  within 
the  loop  or  bend  of  a  resaoa*  The  camps  were  usually  on  the  outside 
bank*  The  explanation  of  this  may  be  In  that  the  camps  were  located 
along  through  trails  or  travelled  routes  along  resaoa  ridges*  These 
routes  would  naturally  not  follow  the  meandering  main  resaea  channel 
bat  would  in  a  general  way  skirt  the  outside  of  the  bends#  cutting 
across  frcaa  one  bend  to  tbs  next*  (See  Trails)  Seas  of  these  sites 
may  have  been  short  time  or  merely  overnight  stops  enroute  for  a  con¬ 
stantly  moving  population#  or  for  inland  tribes  on  e  xcursion  to  the 
ooast# 

To  date  (Peb*  1933)  Z  have  been  unable  to  find  any  campsites 
along  the  Gulf  front  of  Cameron  County  in  the  sand  dune  belt*  Several 
"dune  sites"  have  been  discovered  along  the  coast  south  of  the  Bio 
Grands*  and  sene  may  yet  be  discovered  on  this  side  of  tbs  river* 
Surely#  tbs  Indians  frequented  the  Gulf  beach  if  for  no  other  reason 
than  to  collect  sea  shells*  Fresh  water  is  available  anywhere  between 
dunes  a  hundred  yards  or  two  back  from  the  beach  by  simply  scraping 
out  a  hold  in  the  Sand  about  three  feet  deep*  Fish#  crabs  and  shore 
birds  were  abundant#  Fire  wood  was  plentiful*  However#  many  days 
search  has  so  fdr  failed  ms  in  spotting  even  one  campsite*  Only  two 
specimens*  C  #  a  shard  cf  pottery  found  an  Brasos  Island#  wad 

C  *  a  flaked  stone  knife  found  on  Padre  Island  of  Willacy 

County#  have  been  tbs  regard#  Neither  of  these  specimens  when  found 
appeared  to  be  in  situ  in  a  campsite*  (See  Catalog)  While  data  is 
lacking  in  regards  the  Mexican  coast  line*  on  the  American  side  the 
Gov#  surveys  made  some  fifty  or  more  years  ago#  and  re-surveys  made 
recently  show  some  interesting  facts  which  may  explain  partially  at 
least*  the  absence  of  Indian  campsites  along  the  Gulf  beach  In  Cmnaron 
County#  According  to  the  above  mentioned  surveys#  the  Gulf  beach  line 
of  Southern  Padre  Island  is  in  process  of  ^retrogression  at  a  very  rapid 
rate*  In  fifty  or  sixty  years  it  has  recorded  (moved  westwardly)  in 
places  as  nuoh  as  1000  to  1300  foot*  High  tides  (normal)  now  lap  the 
eastern  top  of  bluff  banks  of  so me  of  the  old  sand  dunes  which  origi¬ 
nally  were  blown  up  by  southeasterly  winds  sweeping  over  wide  expanses 
of  sand*  Such  rate  of  recession#  15  to  25  feet  more  per  year#  would 
seen  abnormal  were  it  not  that  facts  substantiate  the  eonclusloiu  Bow# 
remembering  that  it  has  been  at  least  100  years  since  the  Indian  ab- 
originoe  occupied  this  territory#  and  figuring  on  from  one  fourth  to 
one  half  miles  recession  of  the  beach  line*  it  may  not  be  so  hard  to 
explain  the  absence  of  osmpsites  on  Southern  Padre  Island*  The  Indian 
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probably  carped  ordinarily  not  very  ffer  away  from  tho  beach*  She 
beach  of  Brasos  Isle  and  the  Mainland  between  drasos  Santiago  Pass  and 
the  Rio  Grande  is  building  out  into  the  Gulf  though  at  an  average 
yearly  rat#  not  so  rapid  as  is  the  rate  of  recession  of  Padre  beach* 

In  either,  or  both  .events  the  odds  are  against  the  preservation  of  camp¬ 
site*  In  Idle  case  of  retregression  the  sites  are  undermined  and  washed 
away*  and  in  case  of  agression  the  sites  are  buried  under  new  sands 
Wither  in  the  form  of  new  beaches  or  new  dunes  and  drifts*  Hurricanes 
have  also  complicated  the  situation*  One  fisros  hurricane  can  do  more 
material  damage  in  sand  than  can  many  years  of  normalcy* 

The  soaroity  of  sites  along  the  river  highlands  bordering 
Rio  Grande  flood  plain  is  che  rather  to  obliteration  by  the  Spaniards 
and  Mexicans  thaisto  there  never  having  been  campsites*  The  first 
roads*  cattle  trails*  ranchos  and  settlements  were  along  the  river 
where  water  was  abundant  and  where  crops  could  be  planted  on  overflow 
lands  after  the  water  had  reededed#  For  many  ye&rs  after  the  first 
colonisation  the  baok  lands  were  pasturage  and  thinly  populated  as 
compared  with  the  river  front  lands* 

Still  another  area  today  almost  destitute  of  vie  able  signs  of 
Indian  habitation  is  the  north-central  and  north-western  portions  of 
Cameron  County  in  the  Victoria  soils*  These  soils  are  older  and  sandier 
than  .the  recent  deltas  She  topography  is  different  there  being  no 
watercourses  except  Arroyo  Colorado  and  no  clay  dune  hills  end  banks 
and  therefore  comparatively  little  erosion#  Before  the  advent  of  the 
Spaniard  the  Victoria  soils  were  largely  prairie  land  but  after  the 
country  became  stocked  with  oattle  and  horses  the  grass  lands  became 
almost  entirely  overgrown  by  mesquite*  cacti  spread  by  stock  racking 
very  difficult  the  finding  of  what  few  campsites  there  may  have  been* 

In  the  southwestern  part  of  Cameron  County  in  the  delta 
proper  along  the  resaoa  banks  there  were  numbers  of  campsites  but  never 
so  many  as  nearer  the  coast*  Opportunity  to  explore  this  territory 
did  net  occur  until  it  was  too  late*  Subdivisions  and  Irrigated  farms 
were  developed  here  before  they  were  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  county* 
Those  sections  of  Freenos  Rssaoa  and  upper  Rancho  Viejo  eoeupled  and 
utilised  as  main  irrigation  canal  by  Can  Benito  land  and  Water  Co* 
were  very  probably  quite  extensively  camped  over# 

For  the  information  of  those  who  might  in  the  future  be  in¬ 
terested  in  looal  archaeological  investigations  and  study*  it  might  be 
well  to  explain  somewhat  In  detail  the  nature  of  the  durable  materials 
that  mark  the  old  Indian  habitation  sites*  Such  material  consists  of 
fragmentary  shell*  both  marine  «o  d  fresh  water*  bone*  stone  flakes 
and  burnt  or  ashy  earth*  Broken  bits  of  marine  biwalvee  which  were 
employed  as  scraping  and  cutting  implements  are  the  most  common  sign* 
Small  rough  fragments  and  splinters  of  the  conch  shell  from  which  orna¬ 
ments  and  tools  were  manufactured  are  also  a  sure  sign* 
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Suoh  shells  are  not  indigenous  to  the  delta  soil  and  are 
almost  always  importations  of  the  Indian*  Whenever  noticed  on  resaoa 
bank  or  clay  dune  be  assured  that  they  were  most  likely  left  there  by 
the  Indian,  particularly  if  old  ranch  debris  is  not  in  evidence* 

Another  sure  sign  la  the  small  hard  almost  round  fish  head  bone  about 
the  slse  of  an  ordinary  button*  There  can  also  be  no  question  whenever 
flinty  flakes  of  stone  are  found  but  the  stone  material  is  not  nearly 
so  common  as  the  shell  and  fisb"head  bone*  Small  burnt  pieces  of  boas 
are  very  often  met  with  at  campsites  but  Its  presence  is  not  so  eon* 
elusive  since  bone  is  often  burnt  wherever  there  ml^ht  have  been  grass 
or  brush  fires*  The  earns  might  be  said  of  burnt  clay  and  blackened  or 
ashy  earth*  Wherever  found,  however,  a  close  inspection  for  other 
signs  is  advisable* 

In  some  sites  refuse^  material  may  be  sparse  and  yet  artifacts 
are  to  be  found*  On  the  other  hand  certain  sites  are  literally  covered 
with  old  bone  and  shell*  etc*  and  not  one  worthy  specimen  it  to  be  die* 
covered*  So  far,  midden  matter  has  not  panned  cut  sufficiently  pro* 
duotive  of  archaeological  specimens  or  interest  to  warrent  time  end 
effort  being  expended  in  excavating  and  sifting  the  soil*  Bo  strati¬ 
fication  of  midden  matter  has  been  noticed  although  *  stratified  layer 
of  oooupanoy  is  not  Infrequently  observed  in  the  olay  dunes  below  the 
top  soil*  Suoh  stratum  may  yet  be  found  in  the  river  or  resaoa  soils 
though  as  yet  it  has  not  been  noted* 

Aelde  from  the  destruction  of  campsite 4  materials  caused  by 
the  agricultural  developments  in  Cameron  County,  natural  agencies  and 
stock  are  responsible  for  ever  o hanging  conditions  over  the  landscape* 
During  my  eighteen  years  of  exploration  remarkable  changes  have  been 
noted*  Erosion  is  of  course  the  most  active  agent*  Overpasturage 
and  drought  followed  by  heavy  rainfall  often  lays  barren  a  previously  * 
grassy  area  thus  exposing  new  campsites,  and  enlarging  the  exposure 
of  others*  On  the  other  hand  light  pasturage  and  wet  seasons  often 
cause  barren  soil  to  beocmts  overgrown  with  grass,  weeds  and  brush 
effectively  covering  up  site  materials*  On  many  of  the  city  hills  and 
banks  oonf listing  forces  are  at  work  all  the  time*  During  seasons  of 
drought  blown  dirt  buries  the  older  lend  surfaces  particularly  along 
the  southeasterly  slopes  of  the  olay  dunes*  Then  rainfall  causes 
erosion  to  set  in  washing  the  dirt  down  to  the  tow  of  the  slope* 

Many  sites  hoar  ever,  are  not  again  uncovered  by  erosion,  but  are  burled 
deeper  and  deeper*  Some  are  exposed  by  erosion  in  spots  along  the 
crest  of  the  hill  or  maybe  only  in  a  stratum  in  the  banks  of  gullies 
or  in  the  f&oe  of  a  bluff*  So  far,  I  have  observed  no  succession  of 
strati!  though  very  probably  they  exist* 

So  it  is  that  long  known  oampsites  are  disappearing  by  being 
washed  away,  or  burled  while  other  sites  are  being  exposed  to  view* 

All  are  changing  in  some  manner  year  by  year,  and  naturally  more  are 
being  lost  than  gained*

For  brevity  the  site  is  designated  only  by  its  minute  (in 
decimal)  in  Latitude*  In  instances  shore  two  sites  occur  on  the  same 
tenth  minute  they  are  designated  8*  and  W*,  and  where  three  or  sore 
occur  A*B*C*  cte*  running  from  B*  to  W,  The  degree  of  Lat*  and  Long* 
are  not  considered  in  the  numbering  of  sites  as  to  so  do  would  unduly 
add  to  the  numbers#  However,  in  the  fol loafing  descriptions  of  looation 
both  Lat*  and  Long*  are  given  ae  shown  by  the  recently  completed  U*  S* 
Qeol*  Sur*  of  Csneron  County*  The  approximate  tenth  minute  is  consid¬ 
ered  sufficient  for  accuracy  of  location,  one  tenth  minute  of  latitude 
being  about  600*  ft**  and  one  tenth  minute  of  longitude  being  about 
560*  ft*  She  latitude  eoale  in  half  minutes  is  shows  on  margin  of  Site 
Hap* 

X  have  thought  it  worthwhile  to  give  in  abbreviated  form  the 
following  additional  notations  on  each  oanpeite  regarding  past  impor¬ 
tance  and  present  interest#  First  the  relative  importance  of  the  site 
in  the  pest  is  noted  as  A*B*C*  and  D«  A*  designating  the  "Grade  A"  site 
once  populous  (or  long  populated)  and  important!  B  and  0*  These  rep¬ 
resenting  respectively  those  less  so*  and  D  designating  the  "fourth 
Class"  sits*  small  in  area  and  only  temporarily  or  infrequently  occu¬ 
pied*  Eext*  the  present  status  of  the  site  is  designated  A*  B«  and  C* 

A  represents  the  site  worthy  of  frequent  continued  interest  and  examin** 
tionj  B«  the  site  expected  to  yield  few  specimens  in  future  and  other¬ 
wise  to  hold  minor  interest!  C*  the  site  scarcely  worth  visiting  be¬ 
cause  of  its  never  having  amounted  to  very  much  in  the  first  place  or 
because  even  if  it  had  it  has  since  been  practically  obliterated  by  man 
or  the  elements*  To  illustrate*  SC  would  indioate  that  in  my  opinion 
the  site  at  one  time  was  fairly  inportant  but  is  now  of  no  real  interest* 
Or  DA  means  that  although  the  looation  was  formerly  only  a  anal  1  eaap* 
it  deserves  considerable  interest  because  of  its  possibilities  either 
in  material  or  in  information* 

This  classification  is  hazardous  as  X  fully  realise*  being 
merely  my  own  opinion  as  of  today*  Future  research  will  undoubtedly 
warrant  considerable  reo  lacs  if  i  cation#  The  now  unimportant  site  may 
develop*  through  future  exposures  into  one  most  interesting*  The  beet 
campsite  in  the  county  may  at  almost  any  time  be  demolished  or  mutilated 
by  Talley  developments*
